Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2, 3, 5-30, 32-37, 39-54, 59-64 are allowed in view of Appeal Brief 
filed 08/15/2008 and BPAI Decision filed 09/02/201 1 . Particularly, the prior art of record 
fails to disclose or fairly suggest a system or method for enabling a user to search for 
TV program information where "....the browse area or browse-by-cells of varying length 
...browse-by-icon.. .and a user selectable option and providing various guide 
arrangements..." as similarly recited in combination with other features with respect to 
independent claims 63 and 64
